"Information has been received here 


from a private source that the Japa- 
nese troop*, after dislodging the Rus- 
sians at Cherigjtt, about fifty miles 
northwest of I'lngyang. on March 28, 
rested for one day and then advanced 
to Yongchun, about forty-five miles 
west of Chcngjii.

The dispatch adds that 
It Is understood the attack was for 
tho purpose of taking soundings and 
ascertaining tho effects of the last 
attempt to bottle up the Russian fleet. 
No details of the attack arc obtain- 
able. 


Russians Sink Jap Steamer. 


A Wnlhnlwel corresiwindent reports 


that the Japanese steamer 
Hanlon 


Marti, previously reported 
captured 


and sunk by the Russians, was Hiinl; 
by a Russian torpedo boat and that 
twenty-flvo persons on 
board were 


lost. Reports from Russian sources, 
however, assert all on board were 
taken otl before the vessel was sunk.

It Is not believed the Japanese will at- 
tempt to debark on the shores of tho 
Llaotung gulf while Mnkaroff's fleet 
Is uncrippled.

Russian occupation of Port Arthur was 
celebrated with n religious service and 
a military review. 


"On March 3D occurred the funeral 


of the men killed on board the torpedo 
boat destroyer Sllnl during thu Jap- 
anese attempt to block the port on 
March 27. A large concourse attended 
the funeral. 


"Tho Grand Duke Boris arrived on 


the samo day and was {jlven a public 
welcome. 


"All is quiet." 


Russians Claim a Victory. 


The following semi-official dispatch 


has been received from Liaoyang: 


"In the first' encounter with tho 


Japanese In northern Corea, which was 
crowned with victory for the Russian 
arms, the enemy's losses were ten 
times those of the Russians. 


"According to Corean reports, the 


Japanese burled fifty men, while 120 
wounded were removed with tho help 
of HOD Corcans to tho headquarters of 
tho Japanese main force. 


"The confusion of the Japanese was 


so great that they hoisted two Red 
Cross flags In token of surrender. 


"Throughout their war with China 


tho Japanese never 
showed 
them- 


selves so distracted. The people hero 
are In high spirits over the news of 
the first brilliant fight In Corea."

If H ho a general election these words are to follow: Tho voter If he wlshca 
to vote for all- the candidates nominated by any party, should mako a cross mark, X, under the party designa- 
tion printed at. the top of the'ballot In thc.clrclo made for that purpose. A ballot so marked'and having no 
other mark, will be counted for all tno Candidates of that party In tho column underneath, unless tho names ot 
Homo of thu candidates of the party iiavc been erased or a cross mark be placed In the square under the name 
or nt any plnco In the spnco occupied Dy the name or names ot candidates In another column, and will bo 
counte.l for any name written In lieu or one erased.
